want of tranfports. The news of this 
defection was brought by an exzrefs fri- 
gate from La Vera Cruz, ard the divi- 
fion failed in thirty hcurs after their ar- 
rival; fuch difpatch was ufed that the 
troops were embarked in the night. 
The voice of the natives is loud for an 
independence of the Spanifh monarchy, 
and the moft important confequences 
are expected from this event. Befoié 
the news reached the Havanna, the Spa- 
.nifh troops were on their departure fot 
Europe, and a number had failed for 
Old Spain. Brigade Major Campbell 
had been enlarged, and fent with feven 
or eight Britifh offieers in a cartel for 
pas a fortnight befure Capt.Camp- 
ell failed, 

A packet had arrived from Cadiz, 
with orders from the Goutt of Spain for 
the Spanith fect not to fail for Europe ; 
but Don Solano had already taken his 
depaiture with the whole fleet for old 
Spain. Don Galvez was gone home in 
. that fleet, on board which’it was faid, 
Sixty Millions of Dollars were thipped. 
HARTFORD, Augut 12.
